EDITORIAL 
LET'S GET RID OF THE 
CONFUSION! ! 

As the time for election of new 
members of the PPRAA Board of Direct- 
ors andthe four principal officers of the 
club nears, we feel that a matter which, 
it appears to us, is in conflict with the 
by-laws of the club, should be straight- 
ened out, 

We refer to the way the present 
president, vice-president, secretary and 
treasurer of: the PPRAA -were chosen at 
the October 1967 meeting--by the: Board 
of Directors in a closed meeting follow - 
ing the election of the board, 

According to Section 2,’ -Artidle 
IVof the PPRAA by-laws, which we .have 
at hand, "The officers of the association 
shall be elected at the regular annual 
meeting of the members by ballot by plu- 
rality vote of the voting members at the 


meeting. ‘(Emphasis supplied) 7 

Our interpretation of this is that 
these officers should be selected by those 
members entitled by the by+laws. to vote, 
i.e. --full members and novice members 
(since associate members are not entitled 
to vote, ) 

We have been informed that the: 
affairs of the PPRAA are also run under 
the "Incorporation By-Laws of the State 
of Colorado, "' since the club is incorpor-

ated under those laws. 

Unfortunately, we do not have a 
copy of those by-laws to study in trying 
to come to a conclusion in this matter. 
We have been informed, however, by one 
who has read these ‘Incorporation By- 
Laws," that they contain nothing speci- 


fic regarding elections, 


In trying to obtain information on 
this matter tocometo a satisfactary con- 
clusion, we have been told "In the case 
of corporations, the corporation officers 
are selected by the board of directors, 
and since we are incorporated, this is 
the practice we should follow, "' 

There has also been some men- 
tion that the original "intent" in drawing 
up the by-laws was to elect officers in 
this fashion and that the Denver Radio 
Club, also incorporated, selects its of- 
ficers in this manner. 

We are by no means learned "a- 
ttorneys-at-law'' but have had enough of 
an acquaintenee with parliamentary law 
and the interpretation of the "written 
word''tofeelthat, in spite of any "intent"! 
Q@r any practice by another club, since 
the specific wording of the PPRAA  by- 
laws states specifically that 'Theofficers 

shall be elected. . , bby ‘plurality 
vote of the voting members... ..'" any 
other practice is contrarty to the by-law

adopted by the PPRAA as a guide for a- 
ctivities and organization. 

We feel that either the practice 
or the by-laws should be changed so that 
any conflict is eliminated. 

We feel that either the officers 
should be elected by the means set forth 
in the by-laws or the by-laws should be 
changed to remove any chance of critic- 
ism or confusion either from within or 
outside of the PPRAA, 

Normally, it would seem, the 
members of the club would be interested 
enough in the persons who head their 
organization to have a good turn out at 
the annual meeting for the election, 
However, attendance at the October 1967 
meeting was one of the lowest except 
at the mid-summer meetings while many 
persons are on vacation, 

A discussioén of this with:one:of 

“ae members of the Board of Directors 
elicitedthe remark that “annual meetings 
are always poorly attended, "' 

Perhaps this "apathy" toward the 
meetings is caused by the confusion as 
the result of the current election "pract- 
ices."" Perhaps the "voting members, " 
feel that "What's the use of attending, I 
don't get to vote the way the by-laws say 
I should---I haven't the 'say' listed in 
the by-laws, so there's no use wasting 
my time, "' 

Perhaps if this "confusion" was 
straightened out, members would again 
take an active interest in the election and 
would turn out "in full force" to see that 
thejr choice of officers was elected, 

Anyway, we feel it would be 
“worth a try.' And surely the ‘club 
actions would be taken in a proper man- 
ner, leaving no room for any "beefs,"

For those members, new or old, 
not acquainted with the provisions of the 
by-laws pertaining to elections and nom- 
ination, we reprint the following pertin- 
ent extracts from those by-laws: 


According to the by-laws both 
full members and novice members are 
entitled to vote on all matters at all 
meetings---however, novice members 
are not entitled to hold office. Associate 
members (those holding no license, but 
having an interest in amateur radio) are 
not entitled either to vote or hold‘office. . 

Section 3, Article II of the by- 
laws states that 'The-annual'meeting of” 
the members shall be held on the second 
Wednesday in October of each year at 8 
o'clock p.m, At said meeting the mem- 
bers entitled to vote, shall elect by bal- 
lot by a plurality vote of such members 
present, four directors to serve with 
the holdover directors,. tai''on c 

Section 2, Article Ill, states that: 
"Directors shallserve for two years. . . 
Four directors shall be elected in alter- 
nate years to serve for the two year per- 
iod, "' 

Section 1, Article IV, states that: 
"The principal éfficers of the.assotiation 
shall be a President, VicesPresident a 
Secretary anda Treasurer, All such of- 
ficers shall be members of the Board of 
Directors, " 

: Section 2, Article IV, states that: 
"The officers of the association shall be 
elected at the regular annial:meéting of 
the members be ballot by plurality vote 
of the voting members present at the 
meeting, " 

’ Section 2,!Artiéle’ ViIidirects that 
anominating committee shall propose, at 
the regular monthly meeting preceeding 
the annual meeting, a list of eligible 
members to be elected as directors and 
officers. The list must contain at least 
six eligible members in addition to the 
directors whose terms are expiring. In 
addition, additional nominations may be 
made in writing to the secretary, bear - 
ing the signatures of at least three voting 
members in good standing, providing the 
nominations reach the secretary more 
than 20 days prior to the date of the an- 
nual meeting (this year it would be prior 
to September 19). Secretary's address
